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First, it is noted that the PTO-892 form and the US DO/EO worksheet that are the 
subject of this Printer Rush are present in the application file and they appear to be 
unreadable as a result of a scanning error. Since the PTO-892 form was filled out 
by hand by the previous examiner who has retired, the examiner contacted 
applicant and has received a faxed copy of the PTO-892 form, which has been 
forwarded to scanning. Regarding the DO/EO worksheet, the examiner sent a 
request for this sheet to be rescanned. The examiner has no part in filling out this 
worksheet and applicant does not receive this worksheet. Therefore, the examiner 
is unable to obtain a paper copy of the DO/EO worksheet. 
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
